Court Holds That Col. Jones Is to Have Absolute Con- 
trol of the Newspaper, 


The motion of Col. Charles H. Jones to 
have made permanent the temporary in- 
junction restraining .the directors of the 
Pulizzer Publishing Co. from ’ interfering 
with his management and control of the 
Post-Dispatch Was granted by Judge Val- 
liant Monday morning. 

Neither the plaintiff nor the defendants 
were in court when the Judge announced 
his . decision. They were represented by 
counsel. | | 

Mr. Judson, for the plaintiff, was on hand 
before court opened, as was Judge Finkein- 
burg for the Pulitzer Publishing Co; ‘There 
was a big crowd in the courtroom and the | 
corridor was lined with people interested * 

the outcome of the case. . 
Tus arnouncement of the decision was 
without incident. The clerk rapped for or- 
der. Judge Valliant ascended the bench 
and said: 

In the case of Charles H. Jones vs. 
Samuel Williams and others, the decision 
is for the plaintiff. Counsel may agk for a 
memorandum.” 

Mr. Judson stepped up to the bar and re- 
ceived from the court the written decision. 
He left the court room at once. 

In the hallway Mr. Florence D. White 
and Col. Samuel Williams, directors of 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co., and Col. Fred 
Lehman of counsel for defense, were en- 
countered. The entire party adjourned to 
the Clerk’s room of the Court of Appeals, 
where Mr. Judson read the decision aloud 
to an interested group. 

The gist of the ruling is that Col. Jones 
hall have absolute control of the business 
and editorial departments of the Post-Dis- 
patch during the life of the contract, the 
court reserving the right to appoint a re- 
ceiver at any time. | 

The finding of the court in brief is that 
Mr. Pulitzer is e the Pulitzer * 
ushing Co. 


That the contract with Col. Jones was 


bis personal act. 
That Col. Jones was not an employe. 
That the annulment of the contract would 
mot give the plaintiff a clear and adequate 
basis for damages. 
That there was nothing in the contract 
about the silver question. 
That the clause about maintaining the tra- 
flitional policy of the paper signifies noth- 
ing. 
There was nothing in the pleadings or 


the evidence that would justify Mr. Pu- 


litzer in taking the control and manage- 
ment out of plaintiff's hands. 

The court decided that the plaintiff had 
performed his part of the contract and the 
defendant, Pulitzer, should be compelled to 
perform his part. 

In #0 far as the contract calls for ‘the 
election of plaintiff as director and Presi- 


dent of the corporation the Court will not 


enforce it, but in other respects it will. 
Defendants are enjoined from interfering 
vith plaintiff’s control and management for 
five years from Jan. 6, 18%, the Court re- 
serving the t to appoint a receiver at 
any time.

In the first paragraph of this cob 
Mr. Pulitzer agreed to sell and deliver to the 
plaintiff 1,667 shares, being one-sixth of 
all the shares of the capital stock of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co., for $80,000 in cash | 
and the performance by the plaintiff of con- 
ditions thereinafter.set forth. 


In the second paragraph the importance 
of those conditions in .the estimation of 
Mr. Pulitzer and his reliance upon the 
plaintiff's assurances ef his ability to per- 
form them are emphasized as the moving 
consideration, distinguished above the cash 
consideration, that induced Mr. Pulitzer to 
sell ‘the stock. ““4 

In the third paragraph the parties say: 
“Now, therefore,“ (that is, referring to wat 
has preceded and in consequence. thereof) 
parties hereto

The negotiations whith led up to the exe- 
cution ot the contract. show that the quan- 
tity of stock to be sold to the plaintiff was 
measured by his ability to pay for it. “He 
could have all thé interest he could pay 
tor,“ was the language of the telegram of 
January 22. The of the stock by 
the plaintite to the. limit.of his ability. to pay 
kor it ae a moving consideration to Mr. 
Pulitzer,’ not because he wanted to con- 
vert that much stock into money, for it 
does not appear that he ever cared to sell 
any of the stock of this company, except 
in small quantities and then only to favored 
friends, but because he wanted to enlist the 
plaintiff with all his geal in the welfare of 
the newspaper. 

The establishing and building up of the 
Post-Dispatch seems to have beén the first 
great achievement of his life and all the 
evidence shows that Mr, Pulitzer regarded 
it with peide and sdlicitude that amounted 
even to-gffection. His impaired health in- 
oa paoitated him from giving to the news- 
paper that great personal ability with 
which be Rad founded and developed it, and 


his anxiety was to place ft in the hands of a 


man who riot only had the ability to main- 
tain it,but whose whole fortune was involved 
in its prosperity. Therefore, it is reiterated 
In various forms in the contract that be- 
sides the money consideration there was 
another and more important motive that 
induced Mr. Pulitzer.to enter into it, and 
that was that the plaintiff should devote 
his whole strength to promoting the interest 
of the Post-Dispatch, engage in no other 
business, take no office, but live for the 
Post-Dispatch alone, and if he should die 
before the lapse of the period covered by the 
contract the sale of the stock was to be re- 
scinded on terms specified, 


And upon the part of the plaintiff it is 
equally clear that the mere purchase of the 
stock, although it involved all the money 
he could raise, was by no means his chief 
consideration.

quired, on February 15. Ata meeting of the 
stockholders of the corporation in March 
following he was elected a director and at 
a meeting of the Board of Directors he was 
elected President of the corporation and 
appointed editor and manager of the Post- 
Dispatch for one year at a salary of $10,000. 
At the stockholders’ meeting bydaws were 
adopted as to one of which the plaintiff 
protested on the ground that it conflicted 
with his contract, inasmuch as it seemed to 


give the Board of Directors the authority 
to remove him at their pleasure from con- 
trol of the newspaper. 


There was a great deal of evidence ad-

Gecretary of State Lesueur spent yester-

“I believe the very best possible fight 
should be made in Missouri, as everywhere, 
in behalf of the white metal.

en down the price of silver, rather than any 
natural cause. I wish to see this process 
reversed. . 
“These are my views. I do not believe in 
the wisdom of cowardice. I do not think 


uestion -will bring the respect even of our 
opponents. I am a loyal Democrat. I 
love my party. I recognize that no great 
arty can long exist upon one issue only. 
recognize that the disintegration of the 
Democratic party does not, and can not,

The Post-Dispatch is one thing and the 
Pulitzer Publishing Co. is another. 
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a direct act for a term of years; but 
stockholders so will they may each :

one man. 
This contract does not purport to appoint ’ 
the plaintiff editor and manager of: the 
Post-Dispatch for a term of five years; the 
defendant (Pulitzer) does mot assume that 
power; he recognizes that it is to be done 
through other means; but he does agree 
and promise that it shall be done, and in 
so agreeing he assumed no obligation * 
‘he could not fulfil. 


It is said that it is against public policy to 
allow a stockholder to so bind himself that 
hé cannot give the other stockholders the 
benefit of his unfettered judgment in a stock- 
holders’ meeting. If we look for the reason 
for such a doctrine we should probably find 
it In the theory of quasi public corpora- 
tions. 

But conceding that it is applicable also to 
a purely private business corporation, it 
could surely not be invoked to prevent the 
members who hold not merely the majority, 
but practically all the stock, getting togeth- 
er and agreeing upon a plan of business and 
management to be projected through a series 
of years, and binding themselves to carry 
out that plan. Such a course is often es- 
sential to the success of the business and is 
exemplified every day. There may some- 
times be practical difficulties in the way of 


such do not exist, I seg no ground for con- 


demning the contract as against public 
policy. 

While we arg’ considering the difference 
between the powers and duties of stock- 
holders aud those of the Board of Directors 


the corporation itself with its property. 


Its charter does not limit it to the publi- 
cation of one newspaper, and if it has the 
mind to and the means it may engage in 
the publication of other papers. True, the 
Post-Dispatch comprises at present the 
whole business of the corporation, but we 
are now differentiating technicalities, and in 
that view the conferring upon the plaintiff 
the management of the Post-Dispatch is 
not the conferring upon him the manage-. 
ment of the corporation. It may be said. 
that practically it amounts to the same | 
thing; so it may be said that practically | 
Mr. Pulitzer is thé corporation, but neither | 
is technically true. 
In a court of law where technical legal 
obligations alone are enforced, and rigid 
legal remedies only applied, the propositions 
advanced by the defendants would be an- 
swered in their favor, viz., a stockholder, 
though holding a majority of the stock, can- 
not bind the corporation by his contract, 
and the corporation neither in ‘ts stockhold- 
ers’ meeting nor. by its Board of Directors 
can place its affairs for a term of years be- 
yond the control of its directors ‘nto the 
hands of an individual. 
But a court of equity exists chiefly be- 
cause of its flexible remedies and its abili- 
ty to aid the law in the promotion of jus- 
tice and the prevention of wrong through 
the forms of law. It never overrides the 
law, but it often breaks through legal 
forms and strips off legal masks. Equity 
will never allow a man who has made a 
contract that he ought in good conscience 
to fulfill to avail himself of a mere legal 
form to violate it, if there is any way to 
prevent his doing so. | 
Viewing this as a contract Between the 
plaintiff and the defendant Pulitzer, their 
personal contract, there is nothing in its 
nature or in its past performance that 
contrayenes public policy, or sug@ests a 
justifiable excuse for violating it. ; 
A wide difference has developed between 
them on the silver question, the plaintiff 
advocating through the editorial columns of 
the newspaper the free coinage of silver, 
which defendant Pulitzer says is “false 
and wrong in morality, public honor and 
public welfare, just like advocating coun- 
terfeit money.” Entertaining those views, 
Mr. Pulitzer would be perfectly justifiable in 
taking his newspaper out of the plaintiff's 
hands if he was not bound by his contract, 
or if the plaintiff was a mere employe. 
Seeing the strong conflicting opinions that 
the two men held! of this subject, it is 
strange that there is nothing in the contract 
about it. The resolution about preserving 
the traditional character and principles of 
the newspaper is mere sound, signifying 
nothing out of which an issue of fact could 
be raised, and no such issue is tendered in 
the pleadings.

He holds that subject to condi- 
tions to be performed by him, and although 
it is true that if the defendant himself 
rendered the performance of the condi- 
tions impossible, the plaintiff would be dis- 
charged of his duty to perform them, still 
to clear his title and wipe the conditions 
from the face of his stock he would re- 
quire a decree in equity. 

The doctrine that a court of equity will 
not decree the specific performance of a 
contract for personal service is also urged 
with great force against the plaintiff's bill. 
That is a well settled doctrine. It is said to 
arts out of dhe spirit of our common law 
which is so free that it will not tolerate 
involuntary servitude even in obedience 
to a contract. That sounds well and we like 
to say it, bud I apprehend that the real 
foundation for that doctrine is the imprac- 
ticability of enforcing the decree. 

If this, for example, were simply a con- 
tract for employment and the court should 
undertake to require the plaintiff to specifi- 
cally perform his part, to edit the paper with 
ability and fidelity, against his will, it is 
manifest the decree could not be enforced. 

If, therefore, this were simply a contract 
whereby the defendant Pulitzer employed 
the plaintiff to edit and manage the Post- 
Dispatch, a court of equity would have 
nothing to do with it, because in the first 
place a court of law could afford a remedy 
in damages for.a breach of it, and secondly, 
to enforce a’specific performance would be 
impracticable. : 

But I do not rhgara this as a contract of 
employment. It was a contract of purchase 
of an interest in property with the right of 
control for a definite period. In so far as the 
contract calls for the election of plaintiff 
as a director and President of the corpora- 
tion the court will not enforce it, but in all 
other respects it will. 

As long as the plaintiff complies with his 
part of the undertaking, and as long as the 
defendant Pulitzer has control of the Board 
of Directors, the latter should not be per- 
mitted to interfere with the plaintiff's per- 
formance of his part.

“Thinking it was safest we took the east- 
bound track instead of the west-bound, 
and that was just what cost Pendleton ‘his 
life. Poor fellow, he probably never knew 
what hurt him, for death came so 
he had not even a second's warning. 

“It was very dark and I was riding about 
fifty yards ahead of Pendleton. We were 
making fairly goéd time and had no idea 
that we were in any danger. When we 
to 6400 Manchester road we were still in th 
middle of the track. A west-bound 


went by us running at a very high ne Catt 5 


speed and the noise of the wh 
glare of the headlight confused us badly. 
forgot for an -instant to ‘about ea 
bound trains and as the roar of 
train was still in my ears I 
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Miltenberger. It was their intenticn to take 
advantage of the pleasant weather to take 
a morning spin through the park. They 
rode out Lindell boulevard and through the 
park. They stopped at the Cottage—-as 
was their custom—for refreshments, 

here they met quite a party of fellow 
cyclists, among them Henry Lucas and 
Fred Espenschied. For nearly an hour 
this convivial crowd sat around a table 
laughing and joking. 

Shortly before 12 o'clock Mr. Miltenberger 
arose in the highest spirits, saying: 

“Come, Guy. We must hurry or we will 
be too late for dinner.“ 

Bidding their friends a jocular adieu the 
brothers mounted and started down the 
steep circular drive that leads from the 
Cottage. 87 rode before and Anthony 
followed. Half way down the hill they met 
Thomas Collins, who was riding up the 
hill. He was the only eye-witness to the 
accident, which he describes as follows: 

About half way up the hill I passed Guy 
Miltenberger and spoke to him. Anthony 
was about fifteen feet behind him. Just as 
I glanced at him Anthony lost his balance 
and fell forward over the bars, striking 
on his head. I yelled to Guy, who dismount- 

a ran back. I do not know what 
caused Anthony to fall, but he seemed to 
lose control of his wheel.’’ 

When Mr. Miltenberger was picked up 
he was unconcious. He was carried back 
to the Cottage and medical assistance sum- 
mo A spring wagon was procured and 
he was taken to his home 


Dr. Tupper, Dr. Fry and Dr. Blair en 
med his injuries and found he had sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the skull at 
the base of the brain. Late in the afternoon 
the patient was removed to the Mullanphy 
Hospital. He never regained consciousness, 
and from the first the physicians held out 
no hope. At 9 o’clock Sunday night they 
announced that death was only a matter of 
a short time. 

Anthony Miltenberger was employed as 
bookkeeper at the Merchants'-Laclede Na- 
tional Bank. He celebrated his fiftieth bir‘h- 
day last Saturday and boasted of his splen- 
did health, remarking that he was good for 
twenty-five years more, He weighed 190 
pounds and was a picture of robust man- 
hood. Mr. Miltenberger was a bachelor 
and numbered his friends in Si Louis by 
the thousand. 

This makes the third of the nine Milten- 
berger brothers to meet death in a violent 
way. Singularly enough two of them were 
killed in Forest Park. About five years ago 
Frank Miltenberger, while driving in the 
park, was killed by his team running away. 
Fifteen years ago Charles Miltenberger fell 
down a mining shaft at Grand Tower, Mo., 
and received injuries which caused death.

Accidents to Bicycle Riders in St. Louts 
Do Not Increase the Average 
of Casualties, — 


The action taken by th 
insurance Companies — 


that bicycle riding is a hazard 
pursuit 
and that cyclists must either we an extra 


rate of insurance ‘or give up the exercise, 


has caused much comment in local wheeling 
circles. 


Thousands of St. Louisans, who carry ad- 
cident insurance, are enthusiastic devotees 
of the safety, and it will make a material 
difference to the insurance magnates if they 


can be induced to pay extra premiums. 

In order to ascertain the views of the 
wheelmen on the subject, a Post-Dispatch 
representative eggs a tour of the cycling 
resorts Saturda 

Gus Shapleich. the big Washington avenue 
dealer, thinks the insurance men are making 
an unwise move in raising the rates on 


cyclists. 

“Friday’s editorial in the Post- tch 
covers position exactly,“ said Mr. ap- 
leigh. 1 am satisfied that what little risk 
is attached to cycling amounts to nothing 
compared with the good it does, Riders be- 
come athletes and their health and general 
physical condition are benefited. Insurance 
men should make allowances for the fact 
that cyclists will be better able to avoid ac- 
cidents in every walk of life with greater 
— than the individual without such train- 
ng. 


Dute Cabanne is in the accident insur- 
ance business this winter and he says his 
experience has led him to delteve that the 
accident risk on riders is great enough to 
justify an increase in the rates. 

Much of the danger,“ said Cabanne, “is 
due to the fact that hundreds of riders are 
mounted on cheap wheels. They are liable 
to break down at any time, and there is no 
telling when one of them is going to cause 
a serious accident. Reckless riding is also 
getting fashionable and a cyclist can de- 
ome on getting the worst of almost any 

ind of a collision. On the circuit smashups 
occur very frequently, but, of course, rac- 
ing men run a great deal bigger risk than

The flash from Wasserburger’s weapon re- 
vealed his whereabouts to Als assailant and 
the burglar fired.

The ball passed through the young man’s 
hair but did not touch the scalp. 

The burglar reached the door before Was- 
serburger could shoot a second time, but 
the intrepid young man was close behind 
him, and as he jumped from the platform 
he sent another bullet after him and let 
fly a third time as the thief disappeared 
down the alley. 


Relighting his lantern Wasserburger 
went back to the office and turned in a

A search of the premises showed how the 
burglar had broken into the warehouse by 
applying a jimmy to the door. 

There was a trail of blood from where the 
fellow was shot to the door, and just out- 
side was a pool which showed the fellow 
had vomited, in all probability the result 
of internal hemorrhage. 

He could be traced by blood stains to the 
alley, where the trail was lost.

Some years ago she became a resident of 
Stockton, bought land and built the house 
in which she ncw lives. To all sickness she 
is an absolute stranger, her only ailment 
being old age. To a certain extent her mind 
has failed, thouch at times it seems as clear 
as ever. She finds it impossible to remain 
absolutely quiet, however, and is constantly 
talking to herself and moving about. Her 
physical condition, considering her. great 
age, is marvelous, but physicians believe 
the principal reason for this is her unfailing 
and purely natural appetite. 

Stockton can also st of another cen- 
tenarian—‘‘Auntie’’ Arthur, who, like her 
aged townswoman, is of African decent. 
She allezes that she was 108 years old the 
4th of the present month, and there is no 
reason for doubting the claim.

Easily Handled Buoy That Will Hold 
Up Many in the Water. 


The ever-present dangers of the sea~— 
dangers illustrated almost daily by ac- 


counts of collisions, fire or other disaster, 
so often attended with loss of life—have 
eo ted the inventing of many more or 
ess ingenious life-saving devices, One of 
the Sri plon and yet most valuable is that 
lately introduced by William Brandt, a 
sailmaker at Lubec Germany. 

Substantially it is a reproduction, on a 
very large scale, of the life-saving belts 
or rings commonly found aboard ships. 
But, besides its great carryi capacity, 
it presents some novel and sensible features, 
which enhance is value. 

Numerous partitions divide the belt into 
water-tight apartments, so that damage 
to any part does not mater'‘ally affect the 
efficiency of the whole. The great 
city of the belt reduces the danger of dam- 


age to a minimum.

HYPHOTIC CLINIC. 


Sidetracked by the Illinois Medical Col- 
lege at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 17.—Chicago’s hyp- 
notic clinic has died a-bornin'. It was to 
have begun to-day at the Illinois Medical 
College, and promised to furnish the great- 
est sensation which the professions of med- 


icine.and surgery in Chicago have known 
for years. But the great public attention 
it attracted, even before its commence- 
ment, was too much for the conservative 
physicians identified by the college and the 
management of the institution in conse- 
quence recently decided not to allow the 
clinic to begin. 

This was to have been the first public 
hypnotic clinic in the United States, con- 
ducted by a medical school. It was to have 
been free to the public and would have 
taken an équal footing with the other free 
clinics run by the Illinois Medica? School. 

As an adjunct to the practice of medicine 
hypnotism has been used for some time 
abroad. In France, Germany, Austria, Hol- 
land and Sweden special hospitals and in- 
stitutions have been established which are 
devoted exclusively to the treatment of dis- 
ease by hypnotic suggestion. 

In the United States the only public clinic 
where hypnotism “has been used was the 
dental clinic of the University of Minneso- 
ta, which lasted only a couple, of months 
before the opposition of the members of 
the medical faculty caused it withdrawal.

At that 
time Forty-third street was not so smart a 
thoroughfare as now. e handsome build- 
ings of the Century Club, Racquet Club, 
Academy of Medicine and Hotel Renais- 
gance now grace the block between Fifth 
and Sixth avenues. 
The club men found that there were ne- 
groes in the block, because whenever they 
gave a function, the windows at No. 37 
went up and woolly heads looked out 
They tried to buy the stable from Mr. Sage, 
but Mr. Sage decided that he would not 
sell. Two weeks ago Mr. Sage received two 
anonymous letters, written on good paper 
by apparently educated persons, but in a 
di ised handwriting. 

“Clear out that stable, or it will be blown 

up by dynamite,“ read one epistle. 
“TI decided to get the negro family to move 
out,” said Mr. Sage. The club men ob- 
jected to their opening the windows, so I 
put it in my coachman’s hends and told him 
to get rid of them. Of course, I wanted an- 
other tenant, for, you see, the $26 rent is so 
much pin money for Mrs. Sage. Charles 
Boss is my coachman. He has been with me 
for twenty-two years, and I thought he'd 
do it all right.”
